This responds to Applicant's Request for Continued Examination filed 
1 1/02/2010. Claims 1-3, 92, 94, and 98 are now pending in this Application. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 1 1/02/201 0 was filed 
after the mailing date of the Notice of Allowance on 08/03/2010. The submission is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97.

removal of the player card from the one gaming machine, identifying a start of a first 
virtual gaming session associated with the player account, wherein said start of the first 
virtual gaming session occurs in response to an entry of value on the one gaming 
machine indication that the removal of the player card occurred while a game was in 
progress on the one gaming machine, while credits were available for play on the one 
gaming machine, or both; identifying an end of the first virtual gaming session 
associated with the player account, wherein said end of the first virtual gaming session 
occurs before the start of the first regular gaming session and in response to either re- 
insertion of the player card into the one gaming machine or all credits left over from the 
regular gaming session being spent.
